Coanparing the prefent 
inftance with any former precedent, the Hoofe 
would fearcely be charged with approaching t00 
hattily to their decifion. When Lord Macclestields 
the Lord High-Chaacellor of England, was im- 
peached by the Houfe of Commons in the reign of 
George I: the papers were firft laid on the tablgoo 
the gth of February, and on the ‘12th of the fame 
month, within the fpace of three little days, the 
queltion on the impeachment was put and carried. 
Looking, therefore, either to the rank of the men, 
or the magnitude of their crimes, and thence to 
the proceedings in each inflance, he would defy 
any perfon to fay that Mr Haftings could complain 
that his caufe had been precipuated. With re 
{pect to the charge of inhumanity made by the ho- 
nourable gentleman, (Mr Hamilton) he felt not in 
the leaft the imputation by which it was accompa- 
nied. He could not thiok that any cenfure fiould 
be attached to the conduct of that.Houfe, if they 
were, immediately after the firlt charge being ad- 
mitted, .to deprive that man of his liberty, who had 
fhewa fo little regard to the liberty of an un- 
fortunate Prince (Cheyt Sing) when in his power ; 
or if the perfon who ftood convicted of unfeeling 
cruelty, exercifed on defencelefs women {the Be- 
gums) fhould be prohibited from the farther enjoy- 
ment of luxuries, which he difgraced, and of :te‘ti- 
vity, of which he was unworthy. Chere was, ‘he 
reminded the Houfe, two kinds of humanity—the 
one prefumed the innocence of the individual un- 
til his guilt was proved, and. granted every indal- 
gence to. his fituation which propriety could de- 
mand ; the other, and he was fofry to fay, it was 
that which was now required, and humanity which 
was tender to guilt, and oblivions of the fufer- 
ings of their fellow creatures. Sach an humanity 
he would wth the Houfe to avoid ; whilft-a proper, 
a decent, and a parliamentary humanity, he hoped 
Le fhould not be found the lait to enforce. He a- 
greed therefore with the Right Hon, Gentleman, 
opyolite to him, in the necefliry of proceeding with 
all convenient expedition, 

Mr ‘Grenville took the fame ground with the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in arguing againft the 
propofed delay. 

Mr Fox faid, that thoagh he was ftill open to 
the conviction which might flow from: fatitre reafon- 
ing, he was at prefent {trongly of opinion, that the 
time of the receiving the report’ of the commi:tec 
was precifely that in which the Hotfe fhould pro- 
ceed to determine on the queltion of the impeach- 
ment. S 

Mr Hazniltor faid, that though the arguments he 
had heard, went‘in ‘gentral again{t delaying the re- 
port, and not againft deferring the queltion on the 
impeachment, on. which he’ had principally relted ; 
yet in compliance with the fentiments of his Right 
Honourable friends, who thought the prefent was not 
the proper time for its difcuflion, he would, with 
leave of the Houfe, withdraw his motion.

church ; fince men .may be compelled by their ne- 
ceflities, or allured by fecular advantages, to do 
what they. would not do, were they left to their free 
choice. As, from thefe motives, perfons may be 
induced to conform to the eftablilhed church in this 

articular in‘tance, though they do not apprave of 
its forms and ceremonies in general ; fo, from the 
{asie motives, others may comply with the Sacra- 
mental Telt who are not even Chriftians, and who 
therefore cannot be fuppofed to wilh well to Chrifti- 
anity irfelf, of to any national eftablifhment of it 
whatfogver.. Hence it is apparent, that fach a teft 
can be no real. or effeftual fecurity to the Church 
ot England.
